If the exuberance of the press may be 23- 
sumed as the measure of intellectual fertility, 


‘| surely the minds of our countrymen have been 


most unjustly accused of barrenness. Time 
‘was, when a man of moderate industry might 
keep tolerably even pace with the press, and 
attend with ecrapulous punctuality to his other 
avocations ; but that time has pust lang syne ; 
and it 1s now no ordinary labour to peruse even 
the: quarterly list of new publications. The 
‘printers’ devils have lately drawn cn their 
seven leagued boots, and ‘Catch us; whe can,’ 
would be an apposite motto for these children 
of Faust. For our own part, we have long 
since given up the attempt, and content our- 
selves with reading any publication, nct older 
than the present century, which happens to be 
thrown-in our way, without a minute examina- 
tion of its inspiration. It must be acknowledg- 
ed, however, that we did not treat the volume 
before us quite so cavalierly, having anxiously 
anticipated its birth ever since the appearance 
of its forewarning “ Literary Notice.” What 
must have been our pleasure, then, when, 
looking into Callender’s a few days since, our 
eyes were greeted with the pieasant sight of a 
very fashionable volume, bound, a-la-Dandie, 
lying upon the counter, and courting our at- 
tention by the elegance of its costume. We 
raised the cover and found to our inexpressible 
satisfaction,—not a refugee from the devouring 
flames of the baker’s oven,—a fugitive from 
the “ Fights of Faith,”—but a cullection of 
miscellaneous poems, by our old acquaintance, 
the author of Suxey. We lostno time in mak- 
ing it our own ; and it was not long ere we 
were comfortably seated before a roaring fire, 
with the folding knife in one hand, and its royal 
octavo pages expanded before us in the other, 
devouring its contents. — 

We found it replete with the characteristic 
faults of the author, obscurity, and redundancy 
of epithet ; still, we were not disappointed ; 
‘there runs throughout the volume u fervency 
of genius, which requires only a disciplining, 
scholastic and severe, to render it one day a 
bright gem in the literary coronet of its coun- 
try. * 

The first and longest poem in the work, en- 
Mitled “ Romance,” is, apparently, not a little la- 


hpepred, bus at containg much excellent poetry ; | 
nd, though there are many o 


bscure passages, 
many unmeaning epithets, still, there is a suf- 
ficiency of redeeming beauties to “ smooth the 
raven brow of criticism till it smiles” We 
would instance the description of the war of 
elements, wiich succeeded the mournful and 
heart-rending tragedy of Calvary, as one of 
the fine things of the poem, but it is too long 
for a quotation in so brief a notice, and we pre- 
fer rather to recommend the volume by a few 
shorter extracts. We select the following lines 
from a brief sketch of the first crusade, as an 
instance of high strung thought, happily em- 
bodied. 


* Saw ye no flash of the scymetar’s wave, 

As it fell on the crests of the warrior brave ?— 

The crimson plume mingling with crescent of light ;— 
The struggls of death in the heat of the fight ! 
Where the wild war borse trampled over the dead 
Aad crushed out the souls of the living,—and fied ? 
His fetlocks all gory, and ghastly his eye !— 

Aud the groan and the curse, and the horrible yell 
Of the victor and vanquished, like spirits of hell 
From their chains unbound and warring high, 
Shrieking out the long curse of their agony !" 


As a contrast to the above we will place be- 
fore the reader a moral picture. 


* Enough of death’s mad strugeles! vainly told 
To move the paseions of the desperate bold !—

Of war's proud pomp, that lasts but fora day ! 
Still charmed with visions which allured in youth,

The “ Moarner of the Hope” is a 
beautiful little poem, and reminded us very 
strongly of the touching wildness and pathos of 
Coleridge. We shall, however, select but one 
stanZa, and that only for the purpose of point- 
ing out what appears to us a bise epithet. 

* Oh, Christ ! “tis a strange and.a fearful thought, 
That beauty like her's should have perished ; 
That the red lean worm 


Should prey on a form, 
Which a botom of love might have cherished.” 


We remember, not Jong since, to have seen 
that humiliating, and, to man, pride-humbling 
object—a mouldering corse ; the flesh was but 
partially decayed, and the worm revelled up- 
on the once proud tabernacle of a soul. It 
was a sight, which Schiller, or Maturin, might 
have envied us—that Byron, in an hour of 
gloomy sadness, might have described. We 
would that the author of these poems had been 
with us when we descended into the tomb, for, 
2* if he had ever witnessed suth a specta- 
cle, he would have painted it more accurately. 
He might there have seen countless thousands 
of the coffin’s tenants, but not one “ red 
Pworn.”? oe z 

We pass over several beautiful poems to 
copy entire the very short one entitled “ Re- 
flection,” which, if we remember right, once 
adorned the pages of the Port Folio. 


Pre seen the dark Ship proudly braving, 

With high sail set and streamers waving, 
The Storm and Fight, in glorious pride !—~ 

I've seen those splendid streamcrs shrinking, 

The high sail rent, the dark ehĩp sinking 
Beneath old Ocean's tide!

The “ Specimens from Horace,” though 
not strictly literal translations, are, still, suf-

We hope suflicient has been said to induce 
the reader to — the voiumé and judge 
for himself of the merits of the author. in 
extenuation of his occasional obscurity, we can 
only express our belief, that. there are times 
when a poet, of a vigorous and fertile imagina- 
tion, may have a perfect and distinct impre:sion 
painted to his mind’s ‘eye, and yet destroy the 
evanescent image of his fancy, in the attempt to 
embody it. The keen eye of the hypercritick 
may discover many faults, which it would be

DESULTORY GLEANINGS. 








DR. KNOX. 


On Tharsday, died, at Tunbridge, after a 

short and very painful illness, the Rev. Vices- 
simus Knox, D. D. ; but the grave must not be 
.permitted to close upon this eminent writer, 
scholar and divine, without a tribute, however 
imperfect, of respect and regret ; he was ever 
an asserter of religious freedom. A zealous 
friend of the establishment, (as his various 
Theological Treatises evince,) he considered 
its perfect security consistent with the most 
liberal toleration of all denominations of Chris- 
tians—an ardent lover of civil liberty, as assert- 
ed at the revolution, and a warm philanthro- 
pist,. all his works are interspersed, either 
with the soundest constitutional principles, or 
with lessons of the purest benevolence. His 
polished style had long ranked him, as an au- 
thor, among classics of the country—especially 
in the department of Belles Lettres. In the 
pulpit he possessed a most commanding elo- 
quence ; in private life none conciliated more 
affection and esteem. There was a singleness 
of heart that displayed itself in all his words and 
actions ; his manners were unassuming, and his 
habits unobtrusive ; but when not under the 
influence of an occasional depression, there 
was a fervour in his language that gave a pe- 
culiar and delightful animation to his conver- 
sation, which was enriched with all the stores 
of literature. 

The grand and distinguished feature of his 
character was a noble independence of senti- 
ment, that made him scorn the concealment of 
his opinion, 5— injurious personally to 
himself mi their avowal,) wherever and 
whenever he felt that the interests of learning, 
liberty, or truth were attacked. 

Although his, Essays were published 40 years. 
since, Jr. Knox had but recently completed 
his 68th year. . He lived long enough, howev- 
er, to see, and it was a source of high satisfac- 
tion to him, the present admirable state of the 
Engli:: Universities. His earliest efforts were 

to produce reform in their discipline. After 
encountering the usual opposition, which at- 
tends all who honestly and ably i abus- 
es, he had the gratification of finding his sugges- 
tions adopted, and their success complete. An- 
other of his objects was to inculcate a gener- 
al feeling of the folly and ’wickedness of war. 
It is a subject be frequently recurs to in his 
miscellaneous pieces. He translated a tract of 
Erasmus, entitled, Bellum dulce inexpertis,” 
and named it “ .Antipolemus.” A respectable 
society have since been formed, who have tak- 
en the appellation, of ‘Antipolemists. . The 
state of the world has certainly, of late, not 
been favorable to their merciful views. It is 
hot intended in this hasty article to specify the 
humerous works of Dr. Knox ; they have been 
too weil received to make it neccessary ; few 
being more generally known. His last produc- 
tion was a pamphlet, written a few months 
since, upon the national advantages of “ Clas- 
" “gical Learning,” u subject then likely to have 
come incidentally before Parliament.

Who were included in the terms black 
and mulatto, and therefore disabled from testi- 
fying ? 

2d. Who were included in the term white 
person, and therefore entitled to the privilege 
of excluding blacks and: mylattoes from testify- 
ing against them? 

It was admitted by the council for the state, 
that when the legislature excluded blacks and 
mulattoes from testifying, it might be a fair con- 
struction of the statute, to suppose that they 
intended. also to exclude the intermediate 
grades between blacks and mulattoes; because 
there would be the same reasons for excluding 
those who were more than balf black, as there 
would be for excluding mulattoes 
But it was urged, that the legislature, in 
describing the cases where the disability was to 
operate, had made use of the term white per- 
son alone—that the term white person, in com- 
mon parlance, meant one who had no mixture 
of black blood, and was used in contra-distinc- 
tion to persons of color, or those who were 
wholly or.-ig-part black. There was no in- 
stance, insany dictionaty of the English’ lan- 
guage, or in any other book, where the term 
white person was not limited to those who were 
pure white ; that the distinctions which exist in 
society, and which were the occasion of passing 
this law, did not authorise the placing ‘of quad- 
roons in the same class with the whites; that, 
if the legislature had said, that blacks should 
not testify where mulattoes and whites were 
parties, it would have beena just construction 
of the law, to have included the intermediate 
grades, but not otherwise. 

The court supported the objection to the wit- 
ness, and the prisoner was acquitted; there 
being no other testimony against her. 

This decision is important ; because it settles 
the principle, that quadroons, and others of z 
intermediate grade between white and mu 
toes, are entitled to ail the rights and privileges, 
and subject to all the liabilities of white pet 
eons: or in other words, are in law, to be coa- 
sidered as white. ‘They are liable to be called 
upon to do militia duty, and work upon the 
highways: and have a right to voie at all elec- 
tions, equally with whites; and may be a 
pointed to, and hold any office in the state.
